“The saving will come from less 
wear and tear on tires, less gasoline 
per mile, less dam age from acci­ 
dents because the new highways will 
be safer. Each time you stop and go 
in traffic it causes as much wear 
on your tires as two miles of steady 
driving. Each time you stop and go 
it takes as much gasoline as it would 
to drive two city blocks So you can 
easily see how the better highways 
program 
will lead 
to savings in 
automobile operation.” 
The program, because it extends 
over a 13-year period, “will have a 
stabilizing effect over th a t period 
New jobs will be created, new indus­

S D M * — With 
a record ascension of more than 
14 miles to their credit, two Navy 
balloonists rested here today aft­ 
er a descent to earth a lot faster 
ihan they had anticipated.

D. C., riding a gon­ 
dola attached to a 128-foot helium 
balloon, reached 76 000 feet yester­ 
day over the broken land of South 
Dakota and Nebraska.

Probably no lessen many quarters 
has been so apropos to the events 
of the past two weeks as this one. 
Micah* voice comes down through 
the centuries, bidding Christians to 
Uke seriously the demand of God 
to do everything possible to estab­ 
lish a world of peace and Justice 
The conflict in the Middle East de­ 
mands the attention and prayers 
of every thinking Christian. If we 
cannot set in motion workable means 
of arbitration and reconciliation be­ 
tween the warring nations, we will 
not have related our faith to cur­ 
rent world problems. 
One lesson commenter has stated 
how these international situations 
can be solved: "Plans for world 
peace and Justice through disarm a­ 
ment pacts, world government, and 
International agreements, and con­ 
ferences are necessan tools to im­ 
plement in a concrete way and de­ 
sires of men for peace and Jus­ 
tice. But they are only tools. They 
can offer permanent solutions only 
as the nations come to God and seek 
to do His will.’’ When this con­ 
version of the nations to the will 
of God is even partially realized 
Micha s vision of w orld peace in 
Micah 4:1-5 will not have been 
written In vain. Tile United Nations 
is an instrument for pea ce and all 
nations should honor Us efforts 
to settle disputes. Just three weeks 
ago World Order Sunday was ob­ 
served by church? of many faiths. 
In a special message for World Or­ 
der Sunday we read the following: 
“Judgment And Blessing’’ 
"We believe that God is using 
nations today—for Judgment 
and 
for blessing 
Every nation, large. 
small, .rich. poor, old, new, can have 
Its own part In the development of 
world community. Sharing of varied 
peoples in the United Nations and 
in conferences a< at Geneva and 
Bandung has demonstrated 
w*\s 
nations can give of their unique­ 
ness in creating community.’’ 
This harmonizes with Micah 4:1-2 
where the rations are described a* 
coming to the Lord— “peoples shall 
flow 
to It.” The Herbrew people 
were Just beginning to catch a vis­ 
ion of God as the God of all na­ 
tion*. They did not realize their 
responsibility for converting peoples 
of other nations, and Christ's com­ 
mand to “Oo therefore and make 
disciples of all nations' w'ould have 
fallen on deaf ears. It was Jesus' 
teaching and life which 
demon­ 
strated 
that God 
works through 
people to accomplish His purposes 
A oart of this vision 'Micah 4:3-4' 
gives the picture of a peaceful, war­ 
less world where instruments of w ar 
—swords, spears, tanks, atom bombs 
—will be converted into peace-time 
machines. "And they shall beat their 
swords in 
plowshare* and 
their 
spears into pruning hooks." This is 
a powerful pleas for universal dis­ 
armament. Differences between n a­ 
tions will be resolved in the light 
of God’s will so that peace and 
Justice will prevail and men may 
live in their homes without fear 
of want or reprisal. The concluding 
words of the verse give the divine 
origin of the prophecy—"for the 
mouth of the Lord of hosts has 
spoken." 
The best of the writings of the 
Minor Prophet* is represented in 
the passages selected from Micah 
Although the last 12 books In the 
Old Testament were written by these 
Minor Prophets, their messages are 
Just as Important as those of the 
Major Prophets 
Their prophecies 
were briefer, for Amos contains only 
nine chapters and Micah. seven 
Despite their brevity, these proph- 


j eta spoke with power and the great­ 
est zeal for thy lived at a time when 
Israel and Judah were threatened 
and when religion had become so 
[ formal that it had little real effect 
on the conduct of the people in their 
everyday living. 
These prophets were not popular 
for they prophesied the destruction 
of the 
Hebrew nation 
attacked 
j social Injustices, and proclaimed the 
! futility of sacrifices as the measure 
of righteous living. Many of these 
utterances were harsh and bold, but 
some were equally hopeful and beau­ 
tiful. Micah accomplished his main 
public work in the reign of Hezektah 
during the 8th Century B.C. He 
witnessed the end of the Northern 
Kingdom and experienced the in­ 
vasion of Palestine by Sargon and 
Sennacherib. He saw the corrup­ 
tion of morals and thus directed his 
prophecies 
against 
Samaria 
and 
Jerusalem for their sins and ^ re ­ 
ligion. His style is pure and his de­ 
nunciations strong and severe.

Gen. Robert Edward Lee's rep­ 
utation 
as a 
brave soldier and 
keen military strategist during the 
turbulent Civil War is preserved 
in history. 


But behind the stiff and serious 
facade of the soldier lay the warm 
and witty soul of a man with a 
test for life. 
And, 
as 
history 
relates, 
his 
happiest years were spent 
as a 
junior officer in the U. S 
Army 
before the Civil War 
This young Lee vividly comes 
to life in a newly found and hith­ 
erto .unpublished batch of 13 let­ 
ters written by him between Nov 
I, 1831, and June 21, 1846. 
To Beat Friend 
They were written to his best 
friend 
and 
former 
West 
Point 
roommate, Lt. John Mackay, and 
were saved for posterity by Mac­ 
kay'* family. 
The fact that they were saved 
at all is one of the most rem ark­ 
able things about them since they 
were written at a time when Lee 
w-as a young officer with no indica­ 
tion that one day he would become 
the 
general-in-chief 
of 
the 
Con­ 
federate armies. 
The letter* apeak of adventure* 
with the Indians, barracks life in 
the Army, and a secret expedition 
being fitted out to take over Cali­ 
fornia 


But this great m an ’s letter* also 
reveal a charming individual with 
a keen sense of humor and love 
for friends and family 
Lee 
makes 
many 
affectionate 
reference* to hi* family, celling 
hi* children ‘ the dearest annual* 
of the season” and tell* how they 
play while he is at work “ I have 
been made a horse, dog, ladder 
and target for a cannon by the lit- 
tie Lees since I started writing.” 
Sense Of Humor 
This one, dated March It. 1841. 
from 
Lee’s

Arlington. 
V a , wa* written tongue in cheek 
fashion:
